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DYNAMITE HIDDEN 
IN FIREWOOD DE- 
MOLISHES A HOME! 


The explosion of a stick of dyna- 
mite, which had been concealed in 
a piece of firewood, wrecked the 
home of R, K. Howell, prominent 
farmer of Pleasant Ridge commu- 
nity, 7 miles west of MWnterprise, 
Sunday, January 81, about noon 


and endangered the lives of fif- 
teen persons, 
The hissing sound of burning 


powder, which preceded the explo- 
sion, frightened the occupants of 
the house who were — seated 
around the fire and caused them 
to rush out, probably saving their 
lives, 

The fireplace and base of the! 
chimney were blown away, the sills 
of the floor were broken and the 
entire foundation of the home dis- 
turbed, Every window in the house 
wag jarred out and every piece of 
glass within it was broken to bits. 
Couls from the fireplace were 
blown over the bedding, which 
caught fire and in turn set fire to 
the house. In extinguishing this 
several members of the family 
were burned about the hands and 
fuce. All members of the Howell 
family and several persons who 
were visiting them were severely 
shocked, 

As was customary in the Howell 
household, wood for the fireplaces 
was stacked on the end of the 
front porch the night before. It 
ig suspected that some person, with 
malicious intent, placed a piece of 
wood loaded with dynamite in this 
pile. According to Deputy Sheriff 
Otis Lightner 'vho was called from 
Enterprise to the scene, the wood 
had been bored into, the stick of 
dynamite placed inside and the op- 
ening sealed with a plug. 

There are current rumors that 
certain persons are under suspicion 
but no arrests have been made.— 
Enterprise Ledger.

In 37 Alabama Counties 


Thirty-seven counties conducted 
a definite cotton improvement pro- 
gram the past year and saved 706,- 
762 bushels of seed of better. sta- 
ple varieties for planting in 19382, 
J. C. Lowery, extension agrono- 
mist, advises the Department of 
Agriculture, 

“This is nearly enough seed to 
plant one-third of Alabama’s cot- 
ton acreage,” Mr. Lowery said. 
“Seven counties 
pure seed of the better staple va- 
rieties to plant the entire county 
in 1932.” 


State Farmers Can 
Save $5,000,000.00 


By growing more better staple 
cotton Alabama can save $5,000,- 
000 annually, according to Benja- 
min Russell, Alexander City, mem- 
ber of the Alabama Industrial De- 
velopment Board, Birmingham.

TROY, Ala., Feb. 3.—using the 
paring knife with probably deadly}

Mrs. Judd is the second woman 
condemned to the gallows by 
jury in Arizona, Mrs, Uva Dugan 
Was hanged in 19380 for the mur- 
der of A, J. Mathis, aged recluse

Mrs. Judd’s middle-aged hus- 
band, Dr, William C. Judd, Los 
Angeles physician, was at her side 
when the verdict was read. Tears 
welled in his eyes. Her parents, 
the Rev. and Mrs, Harvey Joy Me- 
Kinnell, of Darlington, Ind., had 
retired for the night and were not 
awukened, Her brother, Burton 
McKinnell, also was absent from 
the courtroom, 

“The fight,’ said Paul Schenck, 
chief defense attorney, “has just 
begun. Ninety-one persons, in- 
cluding Mrs. Judd, have placed 
their lives in my care during my 
career, Ninety-one of them are 
still alive tonight.” 

Mrs, Judd was arrested in Los 
Angeles last October 23, a few 
days after the bodies of Mrs. Le 
Roi and Miss Hedvig Samuelson 
were found in trunks at a Los An- 
geles railway station. The two 
women had been killed in Phoenix 
October 16. Mrs. Judd claimed 
the trunks at the railway station 
but fled when a baggage agent at- 
tempted to question her. 

Mrs. Judd was tried only for the 
murder of Mrs. Le Roi, a second 
murder charge having been held 
in abeyance. 

The trial was largely a battle 
of alienists who argued over the 
mental condition of the defendant, 
the defense alleging she was insane 
when she killed the two women 
and later dismembered the body 
of Miss Samuelson to place it in 
trunks and a suitcase, 

The state alleged jealousy was 
the motive, claiming the young wo- 
man was jealous over the atten- 
tions paid Mrs, Le Roi by J. J. 
Halloran, wealthy Phoenix lumber 
man with whom Mrs, Judd was 
friendly,

RAILWAY VALUATION 


Away back in 1918 the late Sen- 
ator LaFollette, father of the pres- 
ent Senator, conceived the idea 
that the government ought to de- 
termine the value of the railroads 
of the country, with a view to re- 
ducing rates in case they were 
found to be overcapitalized, as he 
suspected, 

Accordingly, he sueceeded in 
passing an act providing for an in- 
vestigation of railroad values, 
which he and his supporters esti- 
mated could be accomplished in 
about two years, at a cost of not 
more than $3,000,000, 

In pursuance of the act the goy- 
ernment got busy, but not too 
busy. The process of valuation 
has been going on ever since, and 
now, after nearly nineteen years, 
the job is still unfinished. In the 
meantime, Senator  LaFollette’s 
idea has cost the government more 
than $40,000,000 and the railroads 
more than $145,000,000—all of 
which has been or will be passed 
back to the taxpayers and patrons 
of the railroads, 

Worst of all, the valuations 
made in past years are now so out 
of date as to be uttely useless, 
consequently all the money expend- 
ed in making them is a total loss to 
the public. As a recent writer said: 

“The value of the railroads has 
been proved substantially greater 
than their capitdliza#fon; the rail- 
roads have not been allowed to 
earn a fair return on tentative 
valuation, and no saving apparent 
to the public has resulted from the 
operation to date of the valuation 
act.” 

Similar negative results have fol- 
lowed investigations of the oil in- 
dustry, the electrical industry and 
other great enterprises which have 
fallen under the dispeasure of radi- 
cal politicians,

AUBURN, Ala,—With prices of 


On sandy lands a weeder (cost- 


ing about $10) and a two-horse 


walking cultivator (costing $40 to 
$55) are money savers and cost re- 
ducers. On heavy soils the same 
is true for a section harrow (cost- 
ing $20 to $25) and a two-horse 
cultivator, as on sandy land. 

Cost of the sandy-land combina- 
tion is about $50 to $65; the 
heavy-soil combination, $60 to $80. 
With two mules (or horses) in- 
stead of one the one-mule farmer 
becomes a two-mule farmer, there- 
by reducing costs. 

Section harrows and two-horse 
cultivators are efficient and effec- 
‘tive weed killers. They may be 
used either across thie rows or par- 
allel the rows of corn, cotton, and 
other crops from the beginning of 
germination of weeds and grass un- 
til the plants are several inches 
tall. Of course, they must be ad- 
justed in order to do minimum 
damage to the crops. However, 
the damage done is much smaller 
than it appears to be immediately 
after cultivation, 

In addition to reducing the cost 
of making cotton, Prof, M. L. Nich- 
ols and J. B. Wilson of this de- 
partment reported that the Ala- 
bama investigators have revealed 
also that these implements enable 
a cotton grower to produce other 
crops along with cotton, whereas, 
the one-mule cotton grower cannot 
produce other crops profitably. He 
must be a slave to cotton, and— 
after doing his best with his equip- 
ment—his cotton costs are entirely 
too high.

Marbury and Walker were in- 
stantly killed, while Miss Gay lived 
15 hours after the accident oe- 
curred, dying in a Dothan hospital.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The

The vote was 850 for the meas-| 
ure to 15 against. The opposition, 
led by Representative McFadden, 
mustered eight Republicans and 
seven Democrats to its cause. 

The Senate will take up the bill 
as soon as it has completed its 
present discussion of direct relief 
to the unemployed. A vote on the 
latter probably will come tomor- 
row, and if not then, certainly on 
Wednesday. 

Senate Vote Near 

Senator Glass, of Virginia, a 
Democrat and co-aythor of the 
measure, will take the lead in seck- 
ing its approval. TF inal passage 
may come in time for the Presi- 
dent to sign the bill by the end 
of the week. a 

At the request of Represen- 
tative Steagall, of Alabama, 
chairman of the House bank- 
ing committee, and a co-au- 
thor of the bill, Speaker Gar- 
ner today invoked for the first 
time in this Congress the dras- 

‘tic right of the House to sus- 

pend its rules to accelerate 

action. 

The bill has a potential credit 
power of $10,000,000,000, aceord- 
ing to a statement of Secretary 
Mills before the House banking 
committee. In freeing $750,000,- 
000 in gold it makes possible the 
quick issuance of $1,875,000,000 
in Federal Reserve notes. 

Destined to restore confidence in 
the nation’s economic life and to 
dispel the fears of bankers and de- 
positors alike, the legislation makes 
immediately available funds for 
banks that now have no paper eli- 
gible for rédiscount. 

The bill’s life is for one year, as 
it passed the House, although an 
effort is to be made in the Senate 
to make it possible to extend the 
act for a second year if necessity 
arises. 

It provides that groups of five 
or more independent banks may 
borrow money on demand or prom- 
issory notes from the Federal Re- 
serve Banks upon the approval of 
a majority of the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

U. S. Obligations Eligible 
Government obligations, 
bonds and short term securities, 
are made eligible for rediscount 
purposes, but foreign securities are 

barred, 

Any bank members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System that have no 
paper eligible for rediscount pur- 
poses or acceptable assets available 
to obtain credit accommodations 
may borrow on time or demand 
promissory notes from the system 
on the approval of a majority of 
the board. 

Chairman Steagall explained. to 
the House that a similar measure 
had been recommended for years 
by the Democratic members of the 
banking committee. He charged 
that big banking interests had se- 
cured so many amendments to the 
Federal Reserve Act that they had 
“perverted the system,” but he 
said this measure would bring 
about improvement in the econom- 
ic condition of the country.

Dig a 
trench about 18 inches deep and 
about 36 inches wide. Fill it full 


of trash, such as peanut leaves or 


your 


hay. I think it worth while to take 
a few bales of hay if you cannot 
do better, Fill this trench full of 
litter and pack it tight. Then put 
on about two inches of fresh horse 
lot fertilizer. This should be sat- 
urated with water before you go 
farther. Then put on about three 
to four inches of good clean earth 
and put your potatoes on top of 
the same. Then put up some pieces 
of boards or poles and cover your 
potatoes about three inches deep 
with fresh soil. Sand would really 
ibe better if vou could get it. The 
idea is to fill the trench full of 
fresh litter that has not been wet, 
as you want it to heat. You can- 
not use too much water in wetting 
the trench and the litter, Cotton 
seed would be mighty fine if they 
have been killed. It will not do 
to use green seed as they will lift 
your potatoes off the bed. There 
is no danger of having too much 
litter, but there is danger of not 
having enough. Then keep your 
hed wet all the time.
